Every twenty years society’s work- 
shop needs cleaning up. Vices of men, 
of methods, and of ways, creep into 
the tidiest and best ordered of works, 
clogging the machinery, driving out 
the spirit, and setting up the letter in- 
stead, and the schools get into the 
deep ruts on the line of march. It is at 
such junctures that men like the 
founder of Pratt Institute put their 
shoulders to the wheel. The urgent 
problem which next loomed up was 
how to provide art, science, literature, 
industrial and technical training, not 
alone to growing boys, but to girls; not 
alone to the young, but to those older; 
not alone to the rich, but to the poor; 
not alone to the cultured, but to the 
uncultured. Here was a magnificent 
question to ponder. The service to the 
present and future generations was 
yet to be performed by the Founder 
of Pratt Institute. The world for a hun- 
dred years had spasmodically cried 
for equality, and here was one who 
was to proclaim practically by a great 
gift that equality in education must 
precede that of society. It is not little 
to be grateful for, that here in Brook- 
lyn has sprung up a center of educa- 
tional activities devoted to this noble 
end. At first glance, it might appear 
that the music and art departments 
and library were its only promoters, 
yet each of the departments is simi- 
larly engaged. The love of form, color 
and design, the insight into the won- 
drous domain of science, together 
with the subtle blending of fine arts 
and applied arts announce the unity 
of purpose of all the training and edu- 
cation at the Institute. 

This book is dedicated to the man 
who made this a noble reality. 
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Through a big window of a cherry 
room in Pratt Institute, the sunshine 
falls all day. It lies on shimmering 
heaps of tinsel, gauzy stuffs and flash- 
ing jewels. It plays about roses and 
gay tulips and dandelion “Blow- 
aways.” It strikes out sparks from jet 
and silver, and here and there it 
gleams on the wings of a dragonfly. 
But most lovingly it frolics with long 
rows of bright heads fringed with 
fluffy curls. Nimble fingers fly briskly 
to put into outward and visible forms 
their own private dreams that there 
may be joy in the house and not sigh- 
ing when Spring fashions bloom in the 
shop windows.

The past year has been a year of crisis, 
a year of decision. Not only in Cuba, 
but in Laos, Africa, and Germany as 
well. We have lived now just long 
enough under the threat of total 
atomic destruction for it to become a 
familiar thing to us. And thus there is 
the danger—as with all familiar things 
—that we will no longer really look at it, 
really see it for what it is. However un- 
fortunate it may be, it takes a crisis to 
make us once again aware of the dan- 
ger. The Cuban situation did this. Flar- 
ing into prominence, it aroused us all. 
Some became worried and frightened, 
others angry, others belligerent, and 
still others merely annoyed at Cuba, 


Russia, the government and at the dis- 
turbance. Meetings, discussions, pri- 
vate arguments, then—neither war nor 
peace andareturn to the private world 
of self-etherization, of indifference. 
But the dagger still hangs. Peace is 
still to be achieved. Peace is elusive. 
Peace is more than the absence of 
war. Peace is more than the achieve- 
ment of disarmament. Peace is the 
presence of justice, of law, order, and 
equality. To achieve and maintain 
peace, to provide alternatives to inter- 
national force as the means of settling 
international disputes, to free substan- 
tial resources to meet humanneeds, to 
eliminate the military and strategic 


obstacles to the achievement of self- 
government by all peoples, and to as- 
sure equality, these are the goals. They 
may not be reached immediately, 
though the growing crisis tells us they 
cannot be postponed any longer. They 
will not be attained by any one man 
though all men must work for them. 
They are people continually involved 
with the attempt to gain such a true 
peace. It is an ideal, yet it is also the 
only practical solution. To inform, to 
make people think to take action, 
these are the purposes of the Student 
Peace Union. These alone will not 
achieve peace—but without them, 
peace will not be achieved.
